Claims 1, 5, 9, 13-14 and 23-29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
invention is related to a method and apparatus for code conversion of an encoded audio 
signal. The claims have been previously rejected as being anticipated by Suzuki et al. 
(7,222,069). However after further consideration of the prior art of record in light of 
applicant's argument the examiner agrees that Suzuki doesn't teach the step where the 
judging of the signal is performed from information contained in the undecoded 
(encoded) code string and the decoded signal is generated in accordance to a decoding 
method on the basis of the judgment performed on the undecoded signal. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
